The week-long Kuomintang (KMT) Party 
congress, the 13th since 1911, ended in Tai- 
wanlastweekunderclosescrutiny,fordiffer- 
entTeasons; by not only the Chinese on bo 由 
Sides of the Taiwan Strait, but also the over- 
Seas Chinese throughoutthe world. Heldfor 
the first tme without the strong hand of a 
member of the Chiang Kai-shek family, the 
historic congress Was SuUpposed to come Up 
with a blueprint for substantive reform to 
move from aone-man dictatorship to greater 
democracy within the 玉 MT. 

Also expected were a plan to make the 
Taiwan government more democratic and 
Tesponsivetothelargely disenfranchised, but 
increasingly politicized Taiwanese，and a 
new; Ielaxed policy toward mainland China. 

Instead, the congress quickly turned into 3 
political brawl, with factions vying for con- 


troloftheparty,andineffectthe government. 
Thefactionalism leftnonewpolitical agenda 
for the post-congress period. 

About the only thing that kepttheparty and 
the govemment from falling apart was 3 
shared interestamong allfactions to maintain 
political unity and stability. Recognizing the 
Symbolic value of rallying behind President 


Lee Teng-hui, they dutifully handed him the 1 


chairoftheKMTPparty,butgavehim noclear 
mandate for the party and government he is 
Supposed to lead.

UC Regents Pass New 


Minority Admissions Rules 


LOS ANGELES - The UC Board of Regents, in response to growing 
criticism of its minority admissions rules, voted last week to establish 
new guidelines at each of its eight campuses. UC spokesman Rick Ma- 
laspina saidthe new guidelines willnotchangeadmission standards, but 
will ensure a more diverse mix of students. 

Underthenew guidelines, scheduled totakeeffectduring the 1990-91 
School year, the freshman class at each campus must have between 40 驳 
and 60% of the students admitted solely on their academic records. 

Theremainder ofthe class will be selected based on acombination of 
academic records and a “supplementary criteria,”including ethnicity， 
gender, location of residence and “special circumstances”such as low 
family income. 

The previous guidelines，which were never formally adopted，in-

WASHINGTON, DC - Contrary to earlier reports that 
President Reagan was expected to sign the Japanese 
American redress legislation this week, the final bill will 
not reach his desk until late July or early August. 

The National Coalition for Redress and Reparations 
(NCRR)reportedlastweekthat accordingtosourcesinthe 
nation scapital, thelegislation willnotbereported out the 
House-Senate conference committee until Congress re- 
Convenes after the Democratic convention next Monday. 

NCRR spokesman Bert Nakano said“If Reagan signs 
thebil, it will be mainly because of the tens of thousands 
of people who are urging him to Support the bill.”He en- 
couraged supporters to continue sending mailgrams and to 
make call to the White House. 

Nakano also suggested that given current Republican 
Setbacks, like George Bush trailing Dukakis in the polls 
and the defeat of DanLungren's attempt to become Cali- 
formia state treasurer, a Reagan“veto could really hurt

Many of the 
melodies have a sttong Chinese flavor，with 
familiar pentatonic melodic lines melded 
withapiano accompanimentthatis definitely 
Westem in its harmonic progressions and 
Ihythmaic cadences，、These songs are Asian 
and Western at the same time. Bing's initial 
recording of Chinese art songs was So Suc- 
cessful that it has just been issued on a com- 
pact disc.
